The 
11-ho u r meeting Thu rsd ay resu lted 
in bo th sid es making “so me rea­ 


so nable co ncessio ns,“the sp o kesman 
said . “ We re ho p efu l that the 
membership will agree that we hav e 
mad e su fficient mo v ement to co n­ 
tinu e with the nego tiatins p ro cess.” 


Co u nty o fficials still maintain they 
will fo llo w stand ard co u nty 
p ro ced u res to fire any d o cto rs who 
remain o n strike fo r mo re than three 
d ay s, bu t d o cto rs say any settlement 
mu st co ntain a p ro v isio n fo r striker 
amnesty .

Racial beatings in Boston 
1 0 0 ,0 0 0 ma rc he rs 
prote s t v iole nt we e k 
BOSTON (AF) — A cro wd es­ 
timated at 100.000 marched thro u gh 
d o wnto wn Bo sto n o n Frid ay to 
p ro test a week o f racial beatings and 
sto nings. bu t the p o o r whites and 
blacks resp o nsible fo r mu ch o f the 
tro u ble were no ticeably absent. 
The mile-lo ng p ro cessio n, led by 
p o liticians and clergy men, end ed 
with a p ray er sessio n o n the step s o f 
City Hall. The marchers, almo st ex ­ 
clu siv ely white, were mo stly well- 
d ressed wo rkers who had been giv en 
time o ff fro m their jo bs in go v ­ 
ernm ent and bu siness o ffice 
bu ild ings. 
While they walked , two v ictims o f 
the v io lence remained ho sp italized 
One. a man, had sev ere brain 
d amage, and the o ther, a girl, a sku ll 
fractu re Bo th are white and were at­ 


tacked by gangs o f blacks in sep arate 
incid ents d u ring the p ast week. 
The cu rrent wav e o f u nrest began 
two weeks ago when a black lawy er 
was beaten d u ring a white antibu sing 
d emo nstratio n and escalated in re­ 
cent d ay s with racial beatings and 
sto nings in p o o r black and white 
neighbo rho o d s. It was the latest o u t­ 
bu rst in a city wracked by racial ten­ 
sio n since bu sing to r integratio n 
began two y ears ago .

Thom pson was the 
ABA s Rookie of the Year 
this season and won Most 
Valuable Player honors in 
the league s All-Star game. 
He averaged 26 points a 
game during the regular 
season, third brat in the 
league, and the spec­ 
tacular lea per seemed to 
come up with a new dunk 
every game. 


But he also was subject 
to periods of intense self- 
scrutiny when he may have 
questioned his remarkable 
talents. Such apparently 
was the case when the 
Nuggets dropped behind in 
this series 2-1. Thompson, 
in tears, left the dressing 
room early still in his un­ 
iform and changed in his 
hotel.

Best got his “ bad boy” 
tag from the British press, 
who religiously reported 
his on and the field and his 
affairs off. 
“ My temper is my 
biggest weakness,” con­ 
cedes Best. "That’s what’s 
gotten me into more trou­ 
ble on and off the field. 
He left Manchester 
United alter disputes with 
the coach and other 
players. Best says he made 
suggestions the others 
didn't like.

Neither he nor Aztec of­ 
ficials will disclose his 
current contract, but it's 
enough to finance a new 
home in Manchester for his 
parents, twin sisters and 
brother. Best says he was

Histo rians po int o ut that 
church membership has 
go ne upwa rd a lm o s t 
steadily thro ugh the 200 
vears o f U.S. histo ry, no t 
do wn, and that it now co n­ 
stitutes a pro po rtio n of the

g r e a t e r t h a n in the 
co untry s early years. 
The idea that American 
church activity o nce 
f l o ur i s h e d 
and 
has 
“subsequently declined is 
false and the histo rical 
perspective invo lved is un­ 
so und," says the Rev Dr 
Franklin H. 
Littell. a 
religio us histo rian of 
Philadelphia's Temple 
University. 
America in its early 
y ears “was o verwhelming­ 
ly unchurched and heathen, 
regardless o f pretensio ns 
and public claims,'* he 
writes in his bo ok. “ Fro m 
State Church to Plural­ 
ism." Ho wever, he also 
no tes that requirements 
fo r church membership 
then were much 
stiffer 
than now 
This is the so rt o f pro b­

Fro m 16 per cent of the 
p o p ul a t i o n

religio us affiliatio n has 
gro wn almo st steadily , 
with o nly brief lags, hitting 
36 per cent in 1900, 49 per 
cent in 1940, 60 per cent in 
1954 and an all-time high of 
64 p er cent in 19 63. 
Altho ugh 62 per cent no w, 
the slight dip is no mo re 
than previo us brief sags in 
the steady climb. 


Fro m 1800 to 1976, “mo re

Albert, bom in 1850, 
came to America when he 
was 17 years old 
After 
working for others here, he 
established his own toy 
factory, and his first order 
was from Strasburger, 
Pfeiffer & Co. It is believed 
that the f i r s t dolls 
produced by Schoenhut 
were the circus clowns for 
the Humpty Dumpty 
Circus. 
Although Albert filed the 
application for his swivel, 
spring-jointed dolls in 1909, 
the patent was not granted 
until 1911. Labeled “All- 
Wood Perfection Art 
D oll*.“ his dolls were 
advertised to be the 
strongest and most in­ 
destructible dolls ever 
made. Their wooden parts

“My story begins over 100 years ago, 
says the 
peppery, white-haired Spaniard, Juan Canito, 
overseer of the Camulos Rancho, peering at the 
6,000 people seated on the side of a mountain near 
Hemet. 


Thus opens the Ram ona Outdoor Play, 
sometimes known as the Ramona Pageant, a two- 
city theater piece whose tragic love story, 
historical authenticity and spectacular pageantry 
have made its name known throughout the world. 


The dram atic presentation opens in the 
amphitheater at 2:30 this afternoon, to play at that 
hour Saturdays and Sundays for three weekends. 


The story of the pageant began in 1920, when the 
late Burdette Raynor was named secretary of the 
Hemet Chamber of Commerce and sought a way to 
attract people to the tiny community. Long an ad­ 
mirer of Helen Hunt Jackson s sentimental novel, 
“ Ramona,” he obtained dramatization rights, con­ 
tracted with pageant expert and writer Garnet 
Holme to adapt it to the stage, and saw the first 
presentation in 1923. Since then more than 1.2 
million people have viewed the production. 


It is quite a production. The pageant is staged on 
the side of a small canyon, with astonishing 
acoustical properties, south of Hemet. The acre of 
stage is studded with the boulders, cactus, vines, 
scrub oak and brush of the California desert. Across 
the “stage” gallop mounted horsemen; a flock ot 
sheep is sent baa-ing down the “aisle in clouds of 
dust. A Spanish fiesta held at the reconstructed 
ranch house involves dozens of costumed actors, 
singers, dancers and musicians. 


The pageant is a non-profit enterprise whose 
original budget of $2,500 in 1923 has risen to $110,000 
this year. The Ramona Pageant Association, made 
up of directors of the chambers of commerce of 
Hemet and San Jacinto, holds in trust for the two 


cities 160 acres of land and improvements worth 
more than $500,000 - all paid for by receipts from 
the outdoor play. 
Each production involves 350 performers and that 
many more people in costuming, makeup, ushering, 
transportation, parking and hundreds of other

necessary tasks. The cast and stage crew are drawn 
from the two cities and neighboring areas. Only two 
- the stars, Ramona and Allessandro — are paid. 


This year’s Ramona is Pomona-born Susan Carol 
Hunter, professional actress and singer, currently a 
student at Occidental College. 
Alessandro is played by Frank Sorell, star of 
stage and television, who played the role from 1967 
to 1971 and now returns. Directing the production 
are professional actor Maurice Jara, who was 
raised in Pomona, and his wife, Hilda, former 
director of the now defunct Padua Hills Theater in 
Claremont. (Jara played Alessandro for 15 years.) 


The Ramona Pageant is a labor of love for the 
people of Hemet and San Jacinto, an annual com­ 
munity enterprise that brings them fun, satisfac­ 
tion and pride in recapturing an important segment 
of early American history. The events of 
“Ramona” actually took place in this area. The 
Camulos hacienda stood nearby; a well-known 
store and corral were featured in the novel; the 
murder of Juan Diego (Alessandro in the play) is 
recorded in the docket of the San Jacinto township 
court (now part of the Hemet-San Jacinto 
Municipal Court). 
For the people of the two desert communities, 
each spring is “pageant time,’ and the customan 
sellout crowds at all six presentations testify to the 
claim that “ Ramona” is California's greatest out­ 
door play.

The U.S. Bicentennial theme is still making philatelic 
history as nations throughout the world continue to issue 
stam ps honoring the 200th anniversary of our in­ 
dependence. 
The latest commemorative set comes from the Carib­ 
bean island of Antigua and it consists of seven new 
stamps and a souvenir sheet. The set portrays ships of the 
Revolutionary era. military men and equipment, and 
flags of the period 
The lowest value shows two privates in Clark's Regi­ 
ment while the next highest depicts riflemen in the Penn­ 
sylvania militia. Other stamps illustrate an engraved 
American powder horn used by the riflemen during the 
Revolutionary War. a Maryland troop issue water bottle, 
flags with the Rattlesnake and Liberty Tree designs, the 
American ship “ Montgomery” and the Continental Navy 
sloop “Ranger.” 
Each stamp bears the inscription “U.S. Independence 
Bi-Centennial” at the bottom beneath the name Antigua. 
The souvenir sheet displays the official Congress flag. 


When the U S Postal Service recently issued the sheet 
of 50 commemorative stamps honoring each state of the 
U.S. as part of the Bicentennial celebration, the adhesive 
for the state of Tennessee depicted the state flag upside 
down! Thus, last month, the Tennessee Legislature 
petitioned the Postal Service to correct the error and

Family's addiction 
to collecting cars, 
antiques a problem 


BICKLETON, Wash (AP) — Two-car and three-car 
garages aren’t all that rare in affluent America, but what 
is the 75-car family to do? 
A few years back Laurence Whitmore built ? 5,000- 
square-foot building to house the best of his automobile 
collection, but he acquires cars at such a pace that the 
structure was filled before he finished it. 
Whitmore's wheat ranch filled with cars and ins 2b 
room house filled with antiques are less a symbol of af­ 
fluence and more a symptom of addiction to collecting. 
“Every time a relative passed away we d end up with 
another iiouse full of lurniture. You can t sell something 
you’ve been given, so we’d just make room for it.” he 
savs. 
Whitmore is partial to Studebakers. which he s been 
gathering since the line went out of production in 1961 He 
and his oldest son, Jack, have a model made every year 
after 1947 but still suffer “a few gaps ’ from 1923 to 1947. 
They even collected an old school bus, which is loaned 
once a year to the local high school students for their 
“ senior sneak. ’ 
Meanwhile, as the autos accumulated in the yard, Ada 
Ituth Whitmore was filling the house, preserving the 
history of the prosperous dryland wheat farming area 
that was first settled early in the 1900s 
The collection includes rolltop desks, marble topped 
dressers, clocks and an entire room filled with stained- 
glass windows 
“ We had to do something.” she said “ We had all those 
rooms upstairs filled with stuff and four kids sleeping in 


o ik * room. " 
Whitmore then built a 900-square-foot concrete struc­ 
ture dubbed the “ Whoop and Holler” museum, and again 
the collecting outpaced the construction 
“You wouldn’t believe the stuff people give us, 
Laurence savs Not long ago someone left an antique cob­ 
bler’s bench in the back of his pickup while it was parked 
in town 
“Never did figure out who brought us that.” he said. 
“Laurence wanted the bell from the Mabton Church 
several’ years ago. and he had to tear down the whole 
building to get it,” says Mrs Whitmore. 
But bargain hunters beware. The Whitmore rule is look, 
but don’t trv to buy. 
“ We have a lot of stuff we re proud of and enjoy letting 
people see it.” says Whitmore. 
Enough is enough, however, and one of these days the 
Whitmores are going to stop collecting 
One of these days. 
“ We've got two trucks, an old wood stove and a bunch of 
furniture people are waiting for us to com e and pick up. 
says Mrs. Whitmore.

Divorces still climb 


Was there really 
such a creature?

Its footprints — wherever they are — are like those of a 
small deer Yet is is no larger than a rabbit, if indeed it 
exists at all 
.. 
It lives, or used to. in Australia. Or parts of Australia. It 
was last seen some 65 years ago — perhaps. 
If ever there was a maybe-creature, it is the pig-footed 
bandicoot, a gentle m arsupial which carries its wee young 
in its wee pouch, like the kangaroo 
It occupies less than one page in the Red Data Book on 
Mammals, the world listing of rare and endangered 
species. 
The catalog freely admits that almost everything 
known about the pig-foot is hearsay and probably not ad­ 
missible in court. 
¡ts status is “ indeterm inate,” which means that not 
enough is known about its presence to be sure that it has 


The pig-footed bandicoot first appeared to the scientific 
mind when General Major Mitchell spotted the creature 
on his expedition to the Darling and Murray Rivers ot 
New South Wales in 1836. It's been in trouble ever since. 
The frightened, if historic, creature fled into a hollow 
tree, and when Mitchell’s native guides retrieved it, it 
probably lost its tail in the process. It was thus presented 
to zoologists who dubbed it Chaeropus ecaudatus which 
means “ tailless” pig-footed bandicoot. 
In fact, one scientist in the Australian wilds drew a pic­ 
ture of the pig-footed bandicoot from memory, omitting 
the tail, and gave It to natives in an attem pt to gather 
more specimens. The natives dutifully went into the 
woods and caught other, similar bandicoots — not the pig­ 
footed variety — and to make them conform to the draw­ 
ing, dutifully lopped off their tails. 
The pig-foot is one of some 17 species and subspecies of 
bandicoots in Australia and New Guinea. It has a trunk­ 
like nose, pointed ears and long, slender limbs. 
Its pouch opens to the rear, and the young climb in and 
out posterially. 
It lives on vegetation — onions, roots and so forth — and 
insects 
In response to an inquiry. W.P. Crowcroft, director of 
the Taronga Zoo in New South Wales, writes: 
“ I have made inquiries of the most knowledgeable 
mammal people here and they all confirm that the animal 
has not been seen since about 1910. There is a story that 
aborigines saw it in the late 1920s but it is of course 
dubious and not supported by a specimen. This is because 
they eat anything they catch, of course.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - R o ­ 
dents and interns of the Los Angeles 
County hospital system voted 
overwhelmingly Friday to return to 
work while continuing negotiations 
to improve patient care. 


Doctors met at three county 
hospitals Friday morning to vote on 
the back-to-work resolution. 


“At all three hospitals there was 
an overwhelming majority who 
voted in favor of going back to work, 
showing good faith and continuing 
negotiations with the county,” said 


Dr. James MacIntyre, vice presi­ 
dent of the Joint Council of Interns 
and Residents. Doctors were advised 
to return to their posts as of 4 p m. 
Friday, MacIntyre said. 


A marathon negotiating session 
with a state mediator Thursday night 
produced what county spokesmen 
called some progress on both sides 
About 250 interns and residents paid 
an unscheduled visit to county super­ 
visors Thursday, waiting three hours 
before supervisors would let them 
air their grievances. 
Spokesman for the county health 


services reported that 411 of 1,023 in­ 
terns and residents scheduled were 
not on duty Friday. USC-County 
Medical center was again the hard­ 
est hit with 385 of 899 doctors 
scheduled to work out on strike. Doc­ 
tors were also out at Martin Luther 
King. Harbor General hospitals and 
Rancho Los Amigos facility. 


Another negotiating session has 
been scheduled by the county for 
May 3, provided the doctors return to 
work, a countv spokesman said The 
11-hour meeting Thursday resulted 
in both sides making “some rea­ 


sonable concessions,’ the spokesman 
said. “ We re hopeful that the 
membership will agree that we have 
made sufficient movement to con­ 
tinue with the negotiates process. 


County officials still maintain they 
will follow standard county 
procedures to fire any doctors who 
remain on strike for more than three 
days, but doctors say any settlement 
must contain a provision for striker 
amnesty 


Talks between the county and doc­ 
tors broke down earlier this week. 


Doctors say patient care and loss of 
benefits are major issues 
The interns and residents want the 


county to put $5 million into a patient 
care fund set up as an experiment 
last year, but so far the county has 
offered $100.000 The fund, which was 
bankrolled at about $1 million this 
year, was used to purchase equip­ 
ment for the hospitals. Spokesman 
for the doctors say they hope to use 
the fund for hiring personnel and pur­ 
chasing other equipment this year 
Loss of traditional benefits, such 
as meal privileges, is also at issue in 
the strike.

magazine said doctors won 
66 per cent of malpractice 
trials in 1974, 73 per cent in 
1975 and 79 per cent in the 
first three months of this 
year. 


Predicter 
of quake 
wouldn't 
be afraid 


U)S ANGELKS (AP) — 
The Caltech scientist who 
c a u ti o u s ly 
p r e d ic ts 
Southern California is due 
tor a major earthquake 
within the next year said 
he would not be afraid to 
live near the projected 
epicenter of the projected 
quake. 
(inly common-sense per­ 
sonal precautions should 
be taken. Dr. James Whit­ 
comb of the California In­ 
stitute of Technology said, 
as he stressed the experi­ 
mental nature of his meth­ 
od in making the quake 
prediction. 
He said his only precau­ 
tion was to remove hi-fi 
loudspeakers from the 
walls of his home and place 
them on the floor 
“ Given the uncertainity 
of the method. 1 don't think 
we can call upon more 
drastic action than that,” 
the geophysicist said at a 
news conference. 
Whitcomb also noted 
that his fo recastin g 
method, having to to with 
the changes in speed of 
sound waves traveling 
through the potential 
quake area, seems to be 
losing tavor in Russia — 
where it was developed 
some 10 years ago 
But a sociologist who 
headed 
a 
N a tio n a l 
Academy ot Sciences study 
ol earthquake prediction 
and public policy last year 
said Whitcomb’s pre­ 
diction should spur a 
number of actions 
“ There is no way at this 
stage of the state ot quake 
forecasting that we will I 
have a 100 per cent certain 
ta g ," said Dr. Kalph 
Turner, a professor at 
UCLA. 
“ We have to go ahead 
and start acting ' 
Turner said the most 
immediate concern should 
be updating or demolishing 
vulnerable buildings con­ 
structed before anti­ 
earthquake codes were in­ 
stituted in 1933 
He claimed efforts to do 
so by the city building and 
Satety Department has 
been slowed by a lack of 
legal muscle and money. 
“ Most of the people who 
wii! be killed will be killed 
in buildings that collapse, 
and most of them will be 
ones we’ve known for 
years are not sale.'* 


Whitcomb was asked at 
the news conference why 
he made his prediction 
public if he could not be 
more certain about its 
reliability. 
“ Our field is so visible to 
the public that even if we 
wanted to. ‘we could not 
keep these tests quiet.” he 
replied 
“ Therefore we 
must live with the tact that 
this test is going to be visi­ 
ble and we must label it as 
such ...it is only a test and 
that's all I'm saying '

The figures don't show 
the disposition of many 
large malpractice suits, 
which are settled out of 
court.

Sacramento attorney who 
handles malpractice cases, 
says insurance companies 
are being told by their 
lawyers “ to go to trial 
where liability will be dif­ 
ficult to prove. 
“ On a close case, they 
won’t settle.” Klein says. 
“ They are forcing the 


cases to trial.” 
The survey said doctors 
won 142 of 2i5 malpractice 
trials in California two 
years ago, 157 of 215 last 
year, and 38 of 48 in the 
first three months of this 
year. 
The figures may reflect 
jurors* reaction s to 
pu b licity about the 
hardships doctors are suf­ 
fering because of soaring 
malpractice insurance 
rates 
* 
“ There are cases which 
were lost because jurors 
were taken in by the 
alleged crisis,” says Kalph 


Drayton, another Sacra­ 
mento lawyer who handles 
malpractice cases. 
Klein s a y s he has 
encountered many a juror 
who feels “ that if he brings 
a verdict against one doc­ 
tor. it will cause hardship 
against the whole medical 
profession by raising their 
insurance premiums ” 
The 
l e g i s l a t u r e , 
meanwhile, is pondering 
several malpractice bills 
which would cut doctors’ 
premiums to an average of 
$4,000 a year but raise 
them in the future 
Other proposals would 


take malpractice cases out 
of the courts altogether, 
sending them to an arbitra­ 
tion panel. 
Some doctors reportedly 
are now requiring patients 
to sign a form before treat­ 
ment agreeing to arbitra­ 
tion in case of a mal­ 
practice complaint. 
But some doctors ap­ 


parently arc having second 
thoughts about arbitration. 
Dr. David Rubsamen ot 
Berkeley, a lawyer and 
physician who writes a 
monthly newsletter about 
malpractice, says recent 
trends in jury trials justify 
a “wait-and-see attitude 
<about arbitration) for 
another year or two .” 


“ Physicians have been 
receiving much better 
treatment from juries in 
the past year,” he writes. 
'This has been seen in 
the very large number of 
marginal cases which the 
defense has won and in the 
comparatively lower ver­ 
dicts awarded in cases 
which are lost ’

Thursday night 


The trium ph gave 
Denver a 3-2 edge In their 
best-of-seven American 
Basketball 
Association 
playoff series, with Game 
Six scheduled Sunday in 
Louisville. A seventh 
game, if necessary, would 
be played here Wednesday 
night 


Thompson was the 
ABA s Kookie of the Year 
this season and won Most 
Valuable Player honors in 
the league's All-Star game. 
He averaged 26 points a 
game during the regular 
season, third best in the 
league, and the spec­ 
tacular lea per seemed to 
come up with a new dunk 
every game. 


But he also was subject 
to periods of intense selt- 
sorutiny when he may have 
questioned his remarkable 
talents 
Such apparently 
was the case when the 
Nuggets dropped behind in 
this series 2-1. Thompson, 
in tears, left the dressing 
room early still in his un­ 
iform and changed in his 
hotel. 


If his confidence was 
shaken, it was restored in 
the fourth game, won by 
Denver 108-106 on a last- 
second basket by guard 
CJiuck Williams, 


Although saddled with 
six fouls, Thompson stayed 
in the game in the late 
stages and was supposed to 
be the man to get the ball 
tor the game's final shot 


When he couldn’t get open, 
he passed off to Williams, 
setting up the winner 


“Any time you win a 
close game like that, it has 
to give you confidence, a 
psychological lift," be said 
following bis 34-point effort 
the next night “It carried 
over to tonight's game ” 
While Thompson was 
entertaining the 17.088 
spectators Thursday night. 
Denver was getting strong 
bench play from forwards 
Gus Gerard and Byron 
Beck, who scored 14 and 13 
points, respectively, and 
were key factors in the 
Nuggets’ third-period ex­ 
plosion. 


Denver hit 73 per cent 
from the floor in the 
period, including its last 
nine shots that helped 
stretch a two-point lead to 
a 12-point advantage. Many 
of the baskets came on 
breakaw ays, and the 
Colonels didn't recover. 
“Denver just blew us out

He’ll be back In the Re­ 
lays today as the featured 
attraction In the first invi­ 
tational event of the day, 
the 5.000-meter run at 
noon. 
Gregorio, a former dis­ 
tance star at Ganesha 
High, where he graduated 
in 1960. and at MSAC. 
where he won the state ti­ 
tle, is hoping to use to­ 
day's race as a stepping 
stone to the United States 
Olympic Team for the 
Montreal Games this sum­ 
mer. 
He will try to make the 
American squad in both the 
5,000 and 10.000 
That 
means he may have to run 
each race twice within 
eight days — beginning 
with the 5.000 prelims 
Saturday. June 19, and end­ 
ing with the 10,000 finals 
the following Saturday — 
against the top distance 
men in the country. 
“1 like to double,'* said 
Gregorio ‘'It’s not as bad 
as It sounds. 
“1 feel that my chances 
of making the team are 
very good I’m in the best 
shape I’ve ever been in and 
my training's coming 
along nicely. I hope to peak 
just in time for the 5,000 
prelims.

“Usually, for distance 
running, you go to Drake." 
Gregorio continued “But 
this year they have some 
great com petition at 
MSAC.” 
The 19-member field for 
today's 5.000 includes Ted 
Castenada, Gary Tuttle of 
the Beverly Hi Us Striders 
and Domingo Tibaduiza of 
the University of Nevada 
at Reno, who has already 
been selected as a mem­ 
ber of the Columbian 
Olympic Team. 
“I’ve been running with 
Castenada since 1971,” 
Gregorio said "He was at 
the University of Colorado 
and now he’s with the 
Colorado Track Club. I run 
better with Ted in a race.” 
Last year at the AAU 
championships in Eugene. 


Castenada covered 5.000 
meters in 13.33 to edge 
Gregorio, who finished in 
13:38 
Those times re­ 
present lifetime bests for 
both runners. 
“Ted and I are right 
around 50-50,“ said Gre­ 
gorio. “We each win about 
half the time when we 
compete.” 
While he Is hoping to 
make the Olympic team at 
5.000 meters, Gregorio fig­ 
ures his best show is actu­ 
ally the 10.000. His best 
time in that event Is 28:35 
He switched from the 
mile to the longer races 
soon after his arrival in 
Colorado 
“1 won the state JC title 
with a 4 07 and got it down 
to 4:01 at Colorado." he 
said. ‘‘That’s about the 
time that 3 55 started com­ 
ing in sixth so I figured it 
was time to get out of the 
mile.” 
Gregorio Is looking for­ 
ward to today’s stiff com­ 
petition “I hope to really 
be pressed," he said.

"My story begins over 100 years ago, 
says 
peppery, white-haired Spaniard, Juan ( anito, 
overseer of the Camulos Rancho, peering at the 
6,000 people seated on the side of a mountain near 
Hemet. 
Thus opens the Ramona Outdoor Flay, 
sometimes known as the Ramona Pageant, a two- 
city theater piece whose tragic love story, 
historical authenticity and spectacular pageantry 
have made its name known throughout the world. 


The dram atic presentation opens in the 
amphitheater at 2:30 this afternoon, to play at that 
hour Saturdays and Sundays for three weekends. 


The story of the pageant began in 1020, when the 
late Burdette Raynor was named secretary of the 
Hemet Chamber of Commerce and sought a way to 
attract people to the tiny community. Long an ad­ 
mirer of Helen Hunt Jackson’s sentimental novel. 
"Ramona," he obtained dramatization rights, con­ 
tracted with pageant expert and writer Garnet 
Holme to adapt it to the stage, and saw the first 
presentation in 1923 Since then more than 1.2 
million people have viewed the production. 


It is quite a production. The pageant is staged on 
the side of a small canyon, with astonishing 
acoustical properties, south of Hemet. The acre of 
stage is studded with the boulders, cactus, vines, 
scrub oak and brush of the California desert. Across 
the "stage" gallop mounted horsemen; a flock of 
sheep is sent baa-ing down the ' aisle in clouds of 
dust A Spanish fiesta held at the reconstructed 
ranch house involves dozens of costumed actors, 
singers, dancers and musicians. 


The pageant is a non-profit enterprise whose 
original budget of $2,500 in 1923 has risen to $110,000 
this year. The Ramona Pageant Association, made 
up of directors of the chambers of commerce of 
Hemet and San Jacinto, holds in trust for the two 
cities 160 acres of land and improvements worth 
more than $500,000 - all paid for by receipts from 
the outdoor play, 
Each production involves 350 performers and that 
many more people in costuming, makeup, ushering, 
transportation, parking and hundreds of other 


necessary tasks. The cast and stage crew are drawn 
from the two cities and neighboring areas. Only two 
- the stars, Ramona and Allessandro — are paid. 
This year’s Ramona is Pomona-born Susan Carol 
Hunter, professional actress and singer, currently a 
student at Occidental College. 
Alessandro is played by Frank Sorell, star of 
stage and television, who played the role from 1967 
to 1971 and now returns. Directing the production 
are professional actor Maurice Jara. who was 
raised in Pomona, and his wife, Hilda, former 
director of the now defunct Padua Hills Theater in 
Claremont. (Jara played Alessandro for 15 years.) 


The Ramona Pageant is a labor of love for the 
people of Hemet and San Jacinto, an annual com­ 
munity enterprise that brings them fun, satisfac­ 
tion and pride in recapturing an important segment 
of early American history. The events of 
"Ramona” actually took place in this area. The 
Camulos hacienda stood nearby; a well-known 
store and corral were featured in the novel; the 
murder of Juan Diego (Alessandro in the play) is 
recorded in the docket of the San Jacinto township 
court (now part of the Hemet-San Jacinto 
Municipal Court). 
For the people of the two desert communities, 
each spring is "pageant time, and the customary 
sellout crowds at all six presentations testify to the 
claim that "Ramona” is California's greatest out­ 
door play.

Stamps in 
the news

The U S Bicentennial theme is still making philatelic 
history as nations throughout the world continue to issue 
stamps honoring the 200th anniversary of our in­ 
dependence 
The latest commemorative set comes from the Carib­ 
bean island of Antigua ami it consists of seven new 
stamps and a souvenir sheet. The set portrays ships of the 
Revolutionary era, military men and equipment, and 
flags of the period. 
The lowest value shows two privates in Clark's Regi­ 
ment while the next highest depicts riflemen in the Penn­ 
sylvania militia. Other stamps illustrate an engraved 
American powder horn used by the riflemen during the 
Revolutionary War. a Maryland troop issue water bottle, 
flags with the Rattlesnake and Liberty Tree designs, the 
American ship “Montgomery’’ and the Continental Navy 
sloop “Ranger “ 
Each stamp bears the inscription “U.S. Independence 
Bi-Centennial” at the bottom beneath the name Antigua. 
The souvenir sheet displays the official Congress flag. 


When the U S Postal Service recently issued the sheet 
of 50 commemorative stamps honoring each state of the 
U S as part of the Bicentennial celebration, the adhesive 
for the state of Tennessee depicted the state flag upside 
down! Thus, last month, the Tennessee Legislature 
petitioned the Postal Service to correct the error ami

Divorces still climb 


Was there really 
such a creature?

Its footprints — wherever they are — are like those o! a 
small deer Yet ts Is no larger than a rabbit, if indeed it 
exists at all.

It lives, or used to, in Australia. Or parts of Australia It 
was last seen some 65 years ago - perhaps 
If ever there was a maybe-creature, It is the pig-footed 
bandicoot, a gentle marsupial which carries its wee young 
in its wee pouch, like the kangaroo 
It occupies less than one page in the Red Data Book on 
Mammals, the world listing of rare and endangered 
species 
The catalog freely admits that almost everything 
known about the pig-foot is hearsay and probably not ad­ 
missible in court. 
Its status is “ indeterminate," which means that not 
enough is known about its presence to be sure that it has 
000 
The pig-footed bandicoot first appeared to the scientific 
mind when General Major Mitchell spotted the creature 
on his expedition to the Darling and Murray Rivers ol 
New South Wales in 1836. It's been in trouble ever since 
The frightened, if historic, creature fled into a hollow 
tree, and when Mitchell’s native guides retrieved it. it 
probably lost its tail in the process. It was thus presented 
to zoologists who dubbed it Chaeropus ecaudatus whit l> 
means “ tailless" pig-footed bandicoot 
In fact, one scientist in the Australian wilds drew a pic­ 
ture of the pig-footed bandicoot from memory, omitting 
the tail, and gave it to natives in an attem pt to gather 
more specimens. The natives dutifully went into thr 
woods and caught other, similar bandicoots — not the pig­ 
footed variety — and to make them conform to the draw­ 
ing, dutifully lopped off their tails. 
The pig-foot is one of some 17 species and subspecies of 
bandicoots in Australia and New Guinea It has a trunk­ 
like nose, pointed ears and long, slender limbs 
Its pouch opens to the rear, and the young climb in and 
out posteriaiiy. 
It lives on vegetation — onions, roots and so forth — and 
insects 
In response to an inquiry. W P. Crowcroft, director of 
the Taronga Zoo In New South Wales, writes: 
“ I have made inquiries of the most knowledgeable 
mammal people here and they all confirm that the antmal 
has not been seen since about 1910. There is a story that 
aborigines saw it in the late 1920s but it is ol course 
dubious and not supported by a specimen This is because 
they eat anything they catch, of course. ”
